This is a subject of great 
importance, and one that we 
have said but little about in 
these Assemblies. Teaching 
against tradition brought great 
persecutions in the early days, 
and we may expect the same 
to-day. 

When I first started in this 
way, I did not know as 
much as Ido now. I have 
learned a tew things, by the 
help of the Lord, and am still 
taking lessons, and expect to 
learn many more. Am will- 
ing to take brother Tomlin- 
son’s advice when he said, 
“When you preach all you 
know be sure you stop;” will 
try to do that to-day. 

This is my third time to at- 
tend the Assembly of the 
‘Churches of God at this place. 

Have tried all along to keep 
quiet and have nothing to 
say. Don’t know very much 
about the Bible and not very 
much about this subject, but 
thank God, 1 am acquainted 
with Him who died on the 
cross for me. | 

This time finds me filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and do- 
ing what I can to get people 
to accept the Savior, and turn 
from the traditions of men, 
and stand for the whole 
Word of God. 

When I first began to 
preach, thought it was my 
duty.to find fault with other 
teachings. Later found it 
was my duty to “preach the 
Word.” When we do this, 
we may expect to hear the 
shouts of new born souls, and 
see tradition fade like mist 
before the noon-day sun. 

I fear we fail to put the 
proper emphasis on _ the 
Word ot God. 

His Word was once made 
flesh and dwelt among us. 
John 1-14. 

When Jesus came into the 
world, nearly 2,000 years 
ago, and began to do and 
teach the will of the Father, 
people readily saw they 
would have to lay down their 
traditions if ever they pleased 
the Father. 3 

Many people, rather than 
to do this cried, “Away with 
Him.’’ The same kind of 





people to-day, for the same 
cause, are crying out the 
same thing. 


If 1 should say no more 
than this—“‘Lay aside all men 
made teachings, or traditions, 
and take the whole truth of 
God, | would have § said 
enough. 

Let us notice the meaning 
of the term tradition. It is 
taken from the Gr. Pa-ra-do- 
sis. A precept, ordinance, 
instruction applied particular- 
ly to the oral law of the Jews, 
or their doctrine, handed 
down from age to age. Matt. 
15:2-6. The Jews pay great 
regard to tradition in matters 
of religion, as do the Roman 
Catholics. We reject the 
authority of tradition in sacred 
things, and rely only on the 
written Word of God. Tra- 
ditions maybe either good or 
bad, true or false. 2nd Thess. 
2. 

In Matt. 15:2. the Scribes 
and Pharisees asked our Lord, 
“Why do thy disciples trans- 
gress the tradition of the 
elders? for they wash not 
their hands when they eat 
bread.” 

This washing was merely 
aceremony; true it was not 
contrary to the law of God, 
but rather a matter of decen- 
cy, which they might use in 
a civil way, as long as they 
placed nothing of religion in 
it; but in this they were to be 
condemned, because they 
placed religion in it, and had 
no divine warrant for it. 

Our Savior answers them 
by another question; “Why 
do ye also transgress the 
commandment of God by 
your tradition?” 
not say that this tradition 
was contrary to the command, 
(though others were) yet by 
an instance which He gives 
in the following verses, He 
shows that none of their tra- 
ditions were binding; for 
other-wise His reply would 
be invalid.

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Is This Armageddon? 


SAM C. PERRY. 


A great many have the idea 
that the great war now raging 
in Europe is the last great 
battle spoken ot in the Bible, 
and which is called the ‘“‘Bat- 
tleof Armageddon.” The 
Bible tells us about a great 
battle to take place in the last 
days, of world government, 
but the present war is not 
| that battle for the following 
reasons. 

1. The location of this 
Armageddon, spoken of in 
the Bible is not in Europe at 
all, but in Palestine, and in 
the Bible record of this great 
battle there are other names 
connected, such as Valley of 
Jehoshaphat, Esdraelon, Boz- 
! rah, and Idumea, all of which 
) circle about Jerusalem in the 
law of Palestine. Read Is. 
~ 34:1-8. Joel 3:2,12-13. Zech. 
14:1-3 Rev. 16:12-16. Read 
these passages and look up 
the location of these places 
on the map. 

2. Those who take part 
in the battle of Armageddon 
are said to be ‘‘All nations,” 
or “Kings of the whole earth” 
and their armies, under the 
leadership of the “beast’’ or 
anti-christ, on one side, and 
Jesus and His people on the 
other side. So the picture 
¢annot fit the present conflict, 
for when the battle of Arma- 
geddon takes place the Jews 
will again be in possession of 
their own land, and it would 
seem that one object of anti- 
christ and his hosts is to de- 
stroy the Jews in Jerusalem, 
but Jesus prevents this as He 
comes down on the white 
horse with all His armies and 
over-throws anti-christ and 
, all his hosts. Read Joel 3:1- 
/ 4. Rev. 19:19-21. In the 
| present war the Jews are 
fighting in the different armies, 
according to what country 
they make their present home. 

For the great slaughter of 
Armageddon it seems that all 
nations will be united under 
the leadership of the “beast.” 

To see how this “beast” 
who is called the “Man of 
sin” “Son of perdition” etc., 
gets possession or to the 
leadership of all the nations, 
read carefully 2 Thes. 2:2-12. 
Rev. 16:12-14 also Rev. 13th 
chapter. This beast is to be 
a world wide ruler of such 
blasphemy, wickedness and 
oppression, that he is called 
the anti-christ. He seems to 
be the culmination of all the 
wickedness of the world. 

3. Notice what is accom- 
plished by the battle of Ar- 
mageddon. The present po- 
litical world powers will be 


completely over-thrown by | 


one master stroke from the 
rider of the white horse, 








never were the hosts of evil 
dealt such a blow. The 
beast, their great king, and 
his helper the false prophet, 
taken, and cast alive into the 
lake of fire, forever to end 
their work, satan shut up in 
the bottomless pit, and the 
great host of followers slain 
with the sword of Jesus who 
tides the white horse. Read 
Rev. 14:19-20. How quickly 
the great armies of these 
kings are destroyed, what 
great preparation had been 
made, what skill had been 
engaged, what wealth had 
been spent to send forth this 
great expedition against Jesus 
and His hosts that they may 
not take possession of the 
earth and usher in the glori- 
ous kingdom so long promis- 
ed. But all this great effort 
is for naught. In a moment 
Jesus makes them to feel the 


power of His mighty sword. 


What trembling the last in- 
stant when destruction lights 
upon this host that has been 
gathered into the wine-press 
of God’s wrath. What a 
crash when by one mighty 
blow the blood of the ene- 
mies of the cross is made to 
flow “even unto the horse

with corruptable things, as 
silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received 
by tradition from your fath- 
ers.” 

The Apostle, in dealing 
with the people, warns them 
against the teaching of peo- 
ple, and points them to the 
fact, that it is the redeeming 
blood of Jesus that counts. 

If the people had kept 
God’s Word, and never de- 
parted from the old land 
marks, 
talked in tongues all down 
through the ages. 

Paul said to the Church at 
Galatia, “I marvel that ye 
are so soon removed from 
Him that called you into the 
grace of Christ, unto another 
gospel: Which is not another, 
but there be some that trouble 
you, and would, pervert the 
gospel of Christ.” Gal. 1:6-14. 

He tells them: “though we, 
oran angel from Heaven, 
preach any other gospel than 
that we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed.”’ 

It is just as wrong today to 
preach other doctrines that 
Paul did not preach, as it 
was then. Paul said, in the 
latter times some would de- 
part from the faith; giving 
~ feed to seducing “Spirits 2 and 
doctrines of devils.
